At the United Nations in New 
York , U.S. Ambassador Charles 
W. Yost informed U.N. Secre­ 
tary-General U Thant Monday 
of arrangements for policing the 
9 0-day cease-fire, but the details 
were not made public. 
The United States, which pro­ 
posed the cease-fire plan to fos­ 
ter resumption of peace talk s, 
devised the supervision plan 
with Israel and Elgypt. Although 
there has been no official word 
on the arrangements, it is be­ 
lieved that Egyptian and Israeli 
planes, flying on their respec­ 
tive sides of the Suez Canal, will 
use wide-angle, long-distance 
phot(^raphy and electronic de­ 
tective devices to watch for 
buildups and shifts ui equipment 
on the other side. 
U.S. and Soviet spy satellites 
and electronic equipment also 
are available, and more than 9 0 
U.N. ground observers are al­ 
ready stationed at 14 points on 
either side of the canal if they 
are needed. 
A U.N. spok esman said Gun- 
nar V. Jamng, who will medi­ 
ate the peace talk s as Thant's 
special representative, has re­ 
ceived no reply from Egypt, 
Jordan and Israel on where and 
when they want the talk s held 
and who will represent each 
country.

Shau valley and 12 miles from 
the Laotian border. 
Maj. Gen. Ngo Quang Truong, 
1st Division commander, said 
elements of three North Viet­ 
namese regiments had moved 
into the region from Laos. He 
predicted “an all-out effort to 
get O’ReiUy.” 
More thsin 1,000 enemy troops 
have been reported within a 
miit; of the baise, and U.S. Air 
Force and Marine fighter-bomb- 
ers have been pounding them 
for three days. 


The U.S. Command also re­ 
ported three Americans k illed 
and six wounded in a sharp 
fight 40 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon. Enemy losses were not 
k nown. 
In Phnom Penh, a Cambodian 
military spdiesman reported 
that Viet Cong frogmen were in­ 
tercepted while attempting to 
reach the Chrui Changvar naval 
base on the Mek ong River a 
mile northeast of the capital. 
There have been a series of 
ground probes against the outer 
defenses of Phnom Penh in the 
past week , some as close as five 
mUes to the capital. 


Enemy forces launched a 
third consecutive night of at­ 
tack s Monday against the bat­ 
tered town of Saang, 18 miles 
south of Phnom Penh, but the 
spdcesman said Cambodian T28 
fighter-bombers 
drove 
them 
back . 


There were no reports on cas­ 
ualties. 


In Saigon, the U.S.-Command 
announced two more U.S. Ma­ 
rine units to be withdrawn from 
South Vietnam under the fourth 
phase of President Nixon’s re­ 
duction pr(^ram and said this 
would cut the U.S. fiwrce by 615 
men.

SANTA FE, N.M (AP) - 
Some 3,000 to 4,000 youngsters at 
the Philmont Boy &*out Ranch 
are in “no danger whatsoever” 
of incurring the same form of 
pneumonia that caused the 
death of 12-year-old James Mor­ 
ris last w e^ 
Morris, of Jack son. Mich., 
was at the camp with his par­ 
ents, who were tak ing a leaders’ 
training course. 
Dr. Bruce Storrs, director of 
the Health and Social Services, 
said Monday a series of tests 
showed, “there was nothing 
contagious..” 
Health officials quarantined 
the camp for 24 hours after an 
autopsy disclosed indications of 
pneumonic plague, a highly con­ 
tagious disease. 
Storrs said tests completed 
Monday identified the cause of 
death as “fulminating straphy- 
lococcus pneumonia." The doc­ 
tor said: “this is not a commu­ 
nicable disease.” 


Double 
Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
fighter bombers and gun ships 
have doubled the number of air 
strik es against enemy targets in 
Cambodia this month, Pentagon 
sources said in confirming re­ 
ports of stepped up U.S. air at­ 
tack s. 
Since Aug. 1, the sources said, 
U.S. warplanes have flown an 
average of 50 attack sorties a 
day against enemy troops and 
supplies throughout Cambodia 
as compared to a daily average 
of 24 during July. 
A sortie is one fight by one 
plane. 
In addition, there have been 
an undisclosed number of pho­ 
to-reconnaissance flights. 
The sources gave no reason 
for the shaip increase in U.S. 
air raids which coincided with a 
step-iq) in ground fighting be­ 
tween the Cambodians and com­ 
munist forces. 
Eyewitness 
reports 
from 
American newsmen say U.S. 
planes, loaded with napalm and 
conventional bombs, are being 
used to provide direct combat 
air support for beleaguered 
Cambodian troops. 
The Nixon administration has 
repeatedly denied giving close 
air support to the Cambodians. 
In its latest policy statement 
Monday, the Pentagon declared, 
“the President’s policy on air 
operations in Cambodia is that 
we will conduct operations to in­ 
terdict enemy supplies, commu­ 
nications and personnel when 
... such operations will en* 
hance the ^ e ty and security 
of U.S. allied personnel in South 
Vietnam.” 
The statement ack nowledged, 
however, that “these operations 
may also have a dual benefit 
that may serve our purposes 
and at the same time serve the 
Cambodian government.” 
The level of U.S. air attack s 
remains far below that mounted 
in May and June when Ameri­ 
can and South Vietnamese in­ 
fantrymen were cleaning out en­ 
emy sanctuary areas along the 
Cambodian-South 
Vietnamese 
border. 
U.S. fighter bombers and 
high-flying B52s made more 
than 5,400 individual attack s 
during May while photo planes 
flew almost 800 sorties in the 
first month of the drive into 
Cambodia.

bian said she had with Miss At­ 
k ins. 
Later, Ronald Hughes, attor­ 
ney for Leslie Van Houten. 20, 
told newsmen he felt Kanarek 
was hurting the defense case 
with his cross-examination. 
“He’s turned her from an in­ 
credible witness into a credible 
witness. ” said Hughes. “He’s 
hurting us by getting into the 
crime. I k eep ask ing him to stop 
. . . . He s''rt of ignores me.” 
Kanarek told newsmen: “Ir 
this type of case a lawyer can 
represent only one litigant. Con­ 
flicts arise. An answer to a 
question may hurt one party 
and help another. Reasonable 
minds can differ at a trial. ” 
Fitzgerald said the original 
defense plan was to proceed on 
the theory that all 
four defend­ 
ants are innocent and dependent 
upon one another in their de­ 
fense. Kanarek has “slipped 
from the fold," he said. ETtzger- 
ald added that Kanarek possibly 
was doing a good job for his 
client but damaging the case of 
the women.

BEILFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) 
— 
Angry 
Protestants 
mobbed Prime Minister James 
Chichester-Clark and pelted him 
with pennies early today as he 
left a crisis meeting which gave 
him a narrow vote of confi­ 
dence. 


The crowd struggled with a 
cordon of about 100 police and 
tried to turn over the prime 
minister’s car. As it drove away 
a man flung himself on the 
hood, and others tried to smash 
the headlights. Three people 
were arrested. 
Chichester-Clark , just back 
from a vacation in Spain, had 
been meeting members of his 
Protestant Unionist party at 
Maghera, in his own county 
Derry district. After four hours 
the meeting gave him a 97-87 
vote of confidence for hLs re­ 
form program to remove some 
of the discrimination against 
the province’s restive R om a n 
Catholic minority. 


The Protestant demonstrators 
outside, however, made plain 
that they believe any concession 
to the Catholics is wrong. As 
Chichester-Clark emerged they 
shouted “Lundy!”—a local term 
for traitor— and “We want 
Craig!” William Craig, former 
provincial home affairs minis­ 
ter, has emerged in the past 
week as the hard-line Protes­ 
tants’ candidate to rcplai'e Chi­ 
chester-Clark .

The government also broad­ 
ened press censorship, forbid­ 
ding newspapers to publish pho^ 
tos related to the Mitrione k ill­ 
ing. They are barred from re 
ferring to the Tupamaros by 
name under earlier cen.st)rship 
regulations. 
Congress declared Monday a 
day of mourning for Mitrione, 
and all busines.ses and offices 
were closed. 
After Mitrione’s body was 
found, Dias Goniide’s wife made 
an emotional radio appeal to the 
government and people of Uru 
guay. Sobbing, she said the 
guerrillas had told her in a mes­ 
sage to uige the public to gather 
in front of Government House 
and demand that the president 
free the political prisoners. 
Political demonstrations are 
illegal in Uruguay, and there 
was no public response to her 
appeal. Pacheco Areco released 
a statement denouncing the 
slaying of Mitrione but reiterat­ 
ing his refusal to deal with the 
guerrillas, whom he calls com­ 
mon criminals. 
In Washington, State Depart­ 
ment press officer Robert J. 
McClosk ey said the U.S. govern­ 
ment had urged the Uruguayan 
government to do everything 
possible to secure the s^e re­ 
turn of Mitrione. But he said 
Washington did not press Mon­ 
tevideo to meet the k idnapers’ 
demands because that would en- 
courage other terrorists to k id­ 
na p mo re America ns. 
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Government Paying 
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For Luxury Cruises 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government is paying as much 
as $400 per passenger in federal 
aid to finance luxury cruises 
aboard ocean liners to such ex­ 
otic ports as Hong Kong. Tahiti. 
Jamaica and Bora Bora. 
Even a bubbly New Year’s 
Eve party aboard a ship cruis­ 
ing off the California coast is 
covered by the rich flow of fed­ 
eral aid. 
The payments are part of a 
special subsidy to American 
passenger ships that has cost 
taxpayers an estimated $240 
million over the past five years. 
The aid was begun for nation­ 
al defense reasons before World 
War II. But now. Government 
records show the only passenger 
liners benefitting from the pay­ 
ments are 10 cruise ships sailing 
the South Pacific and the Carib­ 
bean. 
Congress, fed with plush cam­ 
paign contributions from both 
semen’s unions and the ship­ 
ping industry, moved this year 
to expand the aid to more 
cruises. 
The subsidies go mainly to 
pay the difference in the higher 
wages for American seamen as 
compared to the low-paid crews 
on foreign ships. 
The aid can run as high as 
half the total cost of a cruise 
ship’s voyage. 
Cruise ships don’t even need 
to go to a foreign port to get the 
government support. The S.S. 
President Wilson plans a three- 
day New Year’s Eve “ party 
cruise’’ off San Francisco this 
year, and a company official 
says it will qualify for aid. The 
ship sailed to Mexico last New 
Year’s Eve. 
Shipping officials say that 
without this federal aid to pay 
their higher wage costs, they 
would be priced out of business 
and the privately owned Ameri­ 
can fleet would be certain to 
vanish from the sea«? 
The aid law makes keeping 
American ships sailing on over­ 
seas shipping routes a goal 
along with the national defense 
reasons. 
The defease purpose of the 
payments seems outdated, gov- 


ernment officials agree in an 
era when a single jumbo jet can 
carry twice as many troops 
across the Atlantic in the same 
week it would take all cruise 
ships out of New York to cross 
the ocean. 
“ I don’t know if it’s necessary 
for national defense.’’ concedes 
a Maritime Administration offi­ 
cial. “ But it keeps our flag at 
sea. ” 
The government aid goes to 
both cargo vessels and the pas- 
senger ships. Because they have 
much larger crews, the passen­ 
ger liners require much more 
aid per ship. 
About $160 million a year is 
spent in federal aid for around 
250 cargo ships sailing for 
American firms. Although far 
outnumbered by cargo ships, 
passenger 
liners’ 
aid 
has 
amounted to nearly one-third 
the cargo cost. 
The six passenger vessels 
sailing to the Caribbean and 
South America for Prudential- 
Grace Lines out of New York 
got $11 million in aid last year. 
About $7 million went to the 
President Cleveland and the 
President Wilson on the Pacific 
routes out of San Francisco, and 
$6 million was paid to another 
set of sister ships, the Monterey 
and Mariposa, which also sail 
the South Seas. 
The aid for these 10 cruise 
ships may be up this year, but 
the total spent for passenger lin­ 
ers should be down from the $50 
million annual rate to perhaps 
$30 million because the number 
of ships has been shrinking. 
Seven 
have stopped 
sailing 
since 1968. 
Congress passed virtually un­ 
noticed this spring the law to 
ease the aid eligibility for the 
cruise ships. One section per­ 
mits them to carry one-way pas­ 
sengers 
between 
American 
ports now without losing aid for 
doing so. 
Ship owners are also giving 
an airing to a new idea to try to 
write into the law next year a 
flat guarantee of enough federal 
aid to insure that all cruise 
ships will break even—at the 
very least 


A source close to the House 
Merchant Marine Committee 
confirmed congressmen already 
have been talking informally 
about such a guarantee. 
Key members of the House 
panel have been among the can­ 
didates getting big donations 
from committees for Seafarers 
International Union, which gave 
$500,000 to congressional and na­ 
tional campaigns in 1968. 
The union is now under indict­ 
ment for illegal campaign con­ 
tributions. In another case, two 
shipping firms pleaded guilty in 
San Francisco in February to 
making illegal campaign contri­ 
butions. 
Wages for American seamen 
can run four times as high as 
the pay for foreign crews, a 
Maritime Administration offi­ 
cial said. As a result, well over 
half of a merchant sailor’s pay 
will come indirectly from the 
U.S. Treasury. 
The government subsidy goes 
only to make up this difference 
in wages plus some lesser costs, 
such as insurance and Ameri­ 
can shipyard repairs. The liners 
get no help with fuel, pier fees, 
management or other costs. 


But the wage subsidy for the 
President Cleveland and the 
President Wilson still topped 
half of the ships’ total expenses 
last year, a company official 
said. 


Cruise ships like these and the 
Santa Paula carry large crews, 
with almost one sailor or stew­ 
ard for every passenger. The 
Cleveland, for example, carries 
390 persons and has 329 crew­ 
men 


The Prudential-Grace Lines, 
w’nich carries considerable car­ 
go on its cruise runs to pay 
much of the bills, hopes to 
break even on its two biggest 
ships this year. The Monterey 
and the Mariposa, owned by a 
subsidiary of Matson Lines, 
have been making a slight prof­ 
it. 


Germons Should Profit 
From New Russian Pact 


BONN (AP) — Foreign Minis­ 
ter Walter Scheel’s talks in Mos­ 
cow ended with the earmarks of 
a West German foreign policy 
success that should give a boost 
to Chancellor Willy Brandt’s 
government. 
Before initialing a Soviet-Ger­ 


man treaty hammered out in 11 
days of talks with Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko. 
Scheel apparently won some do­ 
mestically significant conces­ 
sions from the Soviets. 
These concessions should take

The Russians reportedly ex­ 
pressed an interest in extending 
their existing route to the West 
Coast and beyond. In return, 
they were described as willing 
to allow Pan American to fly 
across Siberia to the Pacific.

In the U S opinion, the So­ 
viets have refused to grant suf­ 
ficient maintenance and service 
facilities for the American air­ 
liners or provide adequate quar­ 
ters for Pan American person­ 
nel living in Moscow 
U S aviation insptx’tors also 
have run into problems getting 
Soviet visas or entry permits 
Aeroflot also has received a 
passenger advantage because of 
^viet pressure on its citizens to 
fly via the government airline 


The text of the treaty has not 
yet been published. But Scheel’s 
statements at the Bonn airport 
upon his return made it clear he 
was able to get the Soviets to 
accept German reunification as 
a goal of the Bonn government. 
“ Both sides negotiated with 
great seriousness, ” Scheel said. 
“ I hope that on the basis of this 
treaty, our reconciliation with 
Eastern Europe will come near­ 
er. The agreement opens good 
possibilities in many areas. 
“ Implanted in the security of 
our alliance and our friendship 
with the West, we have now 
opened a gateway to the east. 
Through mutual renunciation of 
use of force we have reached a 
way of living together which 
leaves our right to self-determi­ 
nation untouched 
“ We did not leave the Soviet 
government unclear about our 
view on the necessity to satis­ 
factorily solve the Berlin ques­ 
tion. We formally declared that 
the treaty would not be put into 
effect as long as such a satisfac­ 
tory agreement is not reached 
by the Four Powers 
•‘Our right to self-determina­ 
tion and our national goal of 
German unity is beyond doubt 
According to Scheel, the trea­ 
ty accepts the present borders 
of Eastern Europe, but does not 
stand in the way of possible 
changes at some future negotia 
tions

President’s Commission on Ob­ 
scenity and Pornography has 
outlined tentative recommenda­ 
tions calling for repeal of all 
laws prohibiting adult Ameri 
cans from purchasing or pos­ 
sessing 
pornographic 
films, 
books and other material 
But the commission said in a 
preliminary report that local, 
state and federal laws should 
protect children from exposure 
to smut, and that adults should 
be protected from unsolicited 
exposure through public dis­ 
plays or unsolicited mail adver­ 
tisements. 
“ The commission does not be 
lieve. however,” says the draft 
report, “ that there is any war­ 
rant for the continuation of gov­ 
ernment controls upon what 
sexual materials may be made 
available to adults who wish to 
read or review such materials. ” 
The 
recommendations 
ob­ 
tained by the Associated Press 
have not been approved by the 
18-member commission which 
reportedly will meet most of 
this week before issuing its final 
report, scheduled for release at 
the end of August. 
The recommendations cover 
pornographic materials, but not 
live sex shows They follow the 
lead of Denmark which lifted all 
restrictions against pornogra­ 
phy for adults -but not children 
last year 


Even though there is no find­ 
ing that pornography is harmful 
to children, it says, laws against 
youngsters’ exposure to it are 
justified by the fact that many 
parents responsible for their 
welfare rightly or wrongly— 
believe it might be harmful to 
them 
The simple fact that many ad­ 
ults object to pornt^raphy. it 
adds, is legal justification for 
laws against its being forced on 
them with public displays or un­ 
solicited mail advertisements. 
The draft report says the U.S 
smut industry is not large or 
even very profitable and says 
the recommendations “ would 
not 
substantially alter ” 
the 
availability of erotica 
Contending it is “ exceedingly 
unwise" to try to legislate mor­ 
ality. the preliminary report 
says existing laws are not effec­ 
tively enforced and in some 
cases have resulted in suppres­ 
sion of works of art

Soviets Disguised 
Peru Aid Aircraft 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Soviet Union disguised military 
aircraft as civilian planes and 
apparently collected radar and 
photo-intelligence data about 
U.S. military bases and North 
American coastal areas during 
mercy flights to Peru last 
month, defense sources report 
The sources said these judg­ 
ments were based on routes 
flown by the planes and photo­ 
graphs and ground ob.servations 
of Soviet 
AN 12 and AN22 
transports refueling at a base 
used by the U.S. Air Force and 
Navy at Keflavik, Iceland. 
The 
Soviets 
declared 
the 
flights were to ferry emergency 
supplies to earthquake-devastat­ 
ed Peru 
Pictures show the planes were 
equipped with radar boosters 
and wing antennas that experts 
said usually are found on mili­ 
tary rather than commercial- 
type Russian planes 
Also, ground observers report­ 
ed seeing camera ports closing 
as Soviet planes landed at Kef­ 
lavik after making wide, sweep­ 
ing approaches that gave a 
broad view of the base. 
An AN 12 ‘ Pathfinder’’ plane 
bound for Peru also was report­ 
ed to have flown over the Kin- 
dley Naval Air Station in Ber­ 
muda, an important U.S Navy 
anti-submarine base. 
Defense sources said a close- 
up view of the Soviet aircraft on 
the ground at Keflavik indicated 
they had been dressed up rather 
hastily to look like civilian air­ 
craft by painting on the insignia 


and markings of Aeroflot, the 
Russian International airline. 
However, the AN12’s had gun 
turrets in their tails 
The AN22s. huge planes some­ 
what comparable to the Ameri­ 
can C5. had windows in the nose 
which experts said could be 
used by bombardiers. 
This was the first indication 
the Russians considered AN22s 
a dual purpose plane for use as 
transports 
and 
possibly 
as 
bombers. 
Sources said the radar boost­ 
ers could be employed either 
for navigation or radir map­ 
ping 
They suggested the Russians 
ti K)k the opportunity presented 
by the mercy flights to get good 
radar reference mapping infor­ 
mation of some of the North 
American coast line. One stop 
en route to Peru was Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. 


The sources discounted the 
possibility the Soviet planes 
would get much valuable infor­ 
mation about the U.S. Ea.st 
Coast because their routes car­ 
ried them too far out to sea. 


Some U.S strategists are con­ 
cerned because the 8,000 mile 
flights to Peru demonstrated the 
Russian capability to fly long 
distances with huge aircraft like 
the AN22 


These analysts said the AN22 
can carrv sizeable missiles.

New Successo r to Mao Is Emerging

little-known 
Chinese 
general. Huang Yuang-sheng, is emerging as the 
most p owerful man in Communist China and the 
ev entual successor to Mao Tse-tung. 
Huang's name has sel­ 
dom been mentioned out­ 
side 
of 
intelligence 
re­ 
p orts. But he runs the 
Peop le’s Liberation Army 
which, in turn, .seems to 
be running China. Mili­ 
tary men hav e taken ov er 
key p osts throughout the 
central, p rov incial and lo­ 
cal gov ernments. Half of 
the all-p owerful Politburo, 
for 
ex amp le, 
came 
out 
of the army . 
In 1969. in line with the army 's p ower. Defense 
Minister Lin Piao was written into the Constitution 
by Mao as his legal successor. With Lin ailing, 
howev er, the rise of Huang. 62. to the top could 
come swiftly . 
Of course, outsiders can nev er be sure what's 
going on behind the inscrutable Chinese dragon 
mask. But the U.S has dev elop ed a thorough 
dredging op eration which has p roduced reasonably 
reliable intelligence. 
Tall towers in Okinawa monitor just about ev ery 
broadcast and telecast out of mainland China In 
the backrooms of the American consulate in Hong 
Kong. 30 to 40 sp ecialists read the broadcast 
digests, newsp ap ers, p eriodicals and technical 
p ublications p rodigiously . Ev ery p romising refugee 
who slip s across the border into Hong Kong is 
interv iewed in dep th. 
For a while, a man from the consulate ev en 
watched the p ig ship ments that came across the 
bwder from Red China into Hong Kong He could 
tell from his p ig count which mainland cities were 
too strife-torn to ex p ort p ork.

—Answer To Heineman— 
Ben Heineman, the ty coon who runs the v ast 
Chicago and Northwestern Railroad, has issued a 
statement challenging our rep ort that he dep leted 
the railway ’s assets to start a conglomerate and 
that, in the p rocess, allowed the 
railway to 
deteriorate. 
We p ointed out that Heineman used $34 million 
of the railway 's funds in 1965 to start a 
div ersification p rogram that led to the creation of 
Northwest Industries, a holding comp any which 
now owns the railroad and a host of other 
comp anies. 
Meanwhile, the railroad’s accident rate has 
doubled since 1964 Its rate of derailments caused 
by bad track has also doubled and the amount of 
freight damage has shot up sharp ly . Heineman is 
now try ing to sell the troubl^ 
line to its 
emp loy ees. 
In resp onse to these facts, Heineman said this: 
“Contrary to Anderson’s contention. Northwest 
Industries has actually sustained the railroad and 
kep t it afloat It is not the other way around. Not 
one cent of assets has been div erted from the 
railroad to its p arent comp any . ” 
What Heineman say s is correct: indeed it is the 
p oint of our story . We rep orted not that the holding 
comp any was liv ing off the railroad, but that the 
div ersification p r(^ram was begun with railroad 
money badly n e ^ ^ to up grade serv ice. 
Heineman's statement that the p arent comp any 
is “keep ing the railroad afloat ” confirms our rep ort 
that the Chicago & Northwestern is in bad shap e. 
But the real issue, which his statement av oided, 
is whether he should hav e p ump ed the $34 million 
back into the railroad in 1965 instead of using it to 
go shop p ing for two chemical comp anies 
In v iew of what hap p ened to the Penn Central 
under similar circumstances, tliis issue is of major 
concern Railroads, after all. are p ublic utilities 
and their officers hav e an obligation to assure that 
their management serv es the p ublic interest 
We think the record is clear that Heineman has 
failed the p ublic badly . And we think this is borne 
out by the fact that he is now try ing to sell the 
railroad while keep ing the chemical comp anies 
which the railroad’s money bought fiv e y ears ago. 
Footnote; This column has sought rep eatedly to 
reach Heineman for comment on his management

^ Dull, Slow Congress 
Loses Public Interest

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Sen. J. William Fulbright’s newest observ ations about 
the relativ e access to the p ublic by the President as com­ 
p ared with the Congress is just another of his frequent 
descents into almost unbeliev able folly . 
His comp laint is intended to be general, but it obv iously 
struck with p articular force that President Nix on hit the 
telev ision tube some 40 times while at San Clemente or 
making his way to and from that sp ot. To Fulbright, such 
max imum telev ision ex p osure rep resents a “dangerous, 
unchecked p ower.” 
The idea has a surface p lausibility and the ring of fair­ 
ness. But realistically it is the p urest nonsense. It requires 
no genius to guess that the audience such congressional 
p rograms would command likely would be minimal. The 
biggest noise would be the sounds of millions of sets click­ 
ing off. 
It should be said, p arenthetically , that the imbalance 
between p residential and congressional ex p osure is not 
quite as bad as Fulbright makes out. Ev ery Sunday there 
are three major network p anel shows, and top members 
of Congress make that tube scene v ery frequently . More­ 
ov er, they are interv iewed quite often, sometimes in seg­ 
ments lasting 10 minutes or more, on the two comp eting 
network morning news shows which are watched by mil­ 
lions of breakfasting Americans. Fulbright takes only 
sarcastic, inaccurate note of these op p ortunities for law­ 
makers. 
Admittedly , at such times, they are theoretically limited 
to answering questions but no resourceful p olitician in that 
circumstance can be blocked from making statements he 
wants to get across. In p ractice it hap p ens all the time. 
Fulbright is foolishly running against the tide of history . 
The role of the p residency in fact and in the p ublic’s 
v iew altered when Franklin D. Roosev elt came to p ower 
in the Great Dep ression. There was no telev ision then, but 
FDR commanded newsp ap er headlines to a high degree 
and became the first master of radio as a means of p oliti­ 
cal communication. 
Fulbright understands correctly that the ensuing con­ 
stant p ublic diet of war, Cold War, and other crises p lay ed 
a big p art in enlarging the scop e of the p residency . In fact, 
historians tell us emp hatically that the first real break­ 
through for added White House p ower came with the as­ 
sump tion of ex tra authority by Abraham Lincoln in the 
Civ il War and Woodrow Wilson in World War I. 
But ev ery p ower equation has at least two sides. Presi­ 
dents act p resump tiv ely in crises because time is v ital 
and they can mov e fast. At its rare best, Congress seldom 
has mov ed with such disp atch, ex cep t to declare war when 
it was already raging (as after Pearl Harbor). 
That is not the whole of it. Congress with each p assing 
^ear has become a more and more antiquated institution, 
ladly in need of major reform. It lacks facilities for ac­ 
quiring and digesting v ital information. It attends to its 
duties only intermittently . Ex p erts say no more than 50 
of the 435 House members are inv olv ed in really running 
the lower chamber, and p erhap s 100 know what is going on. 
It has been many y ears since Congress p assed in time 
more than a few, if any , of the ap p rop riations bills which 
by rule are sup p osed to be enacted before the start of each 
fiscal y ear, July 1. There is no ex cuse for such slov eliness. 
Moreov er, the lawmakers hav e steadily tended to be­ 
come faceless men in recent decades. The old, dy namic 
ty p es like Sam Ray burn, William Borah, George Norris 
are gone. Ev erett Dirksen, who died in 1969, may hav e 
been the last of the colorful buffalo. 
The new ty p es are y ounger, sometimes hard-working 
and highly efficient. But they do not hav e the zip . 
While the lawmakers hav e been dawdling along, debat­ 
ing most issues longer than they should, surp risingly get­ 
ting more telev ision time than they deserv e on the basis 
of p erformance, the p ublic has been looking to the White 
House. And from FDR on, U.S. p residents hav e resp onded 
—acting, innov ating, dev elop ing modern techniques for 
getting information and taking full adv antage of the media. 
The media resp ond with high attention because that’s 
where the action is and the p eop le’s interest lies.

Many Whiplash Injuries 
Require No Treatment

Q — What is a whip lash injury ? 
A — It is o ne that occurs when a p erson is sitting 
in a v ehicle that if suddenly hit front behind. As his 
body 
is p rop elled forward, 
his head snap s 
backwards then, a few seconds later, it jerks 
forward. The sev erity of the injury v aries widely 
dep ending on whether a ligament in the neck is 
torn, a cerv ical v ertebra is injired or an 
interv ertébral disk is rup tured. About 94 p er cent 
are simp le sp rains which recov er in two or three 
weeks with little or no treatment. 
Q — I suff« « d a whip lash injury in an auto 
accident a y ear ago. What are my chances for a 
comp lete recov ery ? 
A — In tho se v ictims whose 
sy mp toms 
(weakness, p ain and limitation of motion in the 
neck) do not subside p romp tly with cold and hot 
comp resses, rest and hy drocortisone, a thorough 
study should be made to determine the ex act 
nature of the injury . 
Some p ersons who hav e had dizziness, headache 
and other sy mp toms p ersisting for 20 to 25 y ears 
after a whip lash injury hav e been cured by the 
combined efforts of an orthop edist and 
a 
neurosurgeon. 
Persons who hav e not had a whip lash injury and 
don’t want to get one should equip their car with 
head sup p orts. Reflector tap e on the rear bump er 
also help s to p rev ent rear-end collisions at night. 
Watch the car in back of y ou in y our rearv iew 
mirror. If its driv er p ersists in following y ou too 
closely , let him p ass. This will bolster his ego and 
may p rev ent a nasty accident. 
WiMt co uld cause big white blotches on my 
wrists? They will not tan like the rest of my skin Is 
there any thing I can take for this? 
A — Tlie cause of this condition, v itiligo, in most 
cases is unknown. In some p ersons it occurs on the 
hands and wrists as a result of using an antisep tic 
cleansing 
agent 
that 
contains 
p arateritary 
buty lp henol or other p henol comp ounds. 
Triox salen or methy p soralen, both p rescrip tion 
drugs, when taken by mouth help some p ersons but 
should be used only under medical sup erv ision 
Small sp ots may be treated by tattooing with gold 
salts. A simp le alternativ e is the use of masking 
cosmetics.

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UAW Problems 
Slash AFL-CIO 
Budget in Half 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Alliance for Labor Action, born 
out of the late Walter Reuther’s 
bitter fight with the AFL-CIO, 
has slashed its financing in half 
because 
of 
money troubles 
plaguing the United Auto Work­ 
ers, informed sources confirmed 
today. 
The cutback w ill reduce the 
alliance’s annual income to 
some $2 million a year, sources 
said. 
The organization was financed 
primarily by the Auto Workers, 
Teamsters and several smaller 
affiliates. Its purpose was to 
organize the unorganized and 
conduct social programs. 
The decision to cut the unions' 
per capita monthly payments 
from 10 cents to 5 cents was 
made two weeks ago in Detroit 
and never publicly announced, 
sources added. 
Reports of the UAW’s finan­ 
cial 
squeeze 
surfaced 
after 
Reuther was killed last May in 
a plane crash. 
Leonard Woodcock, who suc­ 
ceeded Reuther as president of 
the UAW, reportedly requested 
the cut. At the' same time, 
Woodcock announced the layoff 
of some 175 Auto Workers em­ 
ployes and other budget cuts to 
help make up a reported $4 mil­ 
lion deficit in the union’s gener­ 
al fund. 
The cut in contributions to the 
Alliance w ill save the Auto 
Workers some $80,000 a month, 
or nearly $1 million a year. 
The 2 million member Team­ 
sters, the nation’s wealthiest un­ 
ion. w ill drop its Alliance pay-

ments from some $200,000 a 
month to $100,000 
Woodcock said the Auto Work­ 
ers problems stemmed from a 
drop in membership and dues 
income, but he had confirmed 
previously that Reuther’s spend­ 
ing on the union’s Black Lake, 
Mich., family education center 
had created much of the deficit. 
Some $18 million was spent on 
the center. 
The Auto Workers-Teamsters’ 
Alliance for Labor Action was 
formed two years ago after 
Reuther pulled out of the AFL- 
CIO in a bitter leadership quar­ 
rel with its president, George 
Meany. 
The Teamsters had been oust­ 
ed from the AFL-CIO 13 years 
ago on 
corruption charges, 
largely at Reuther’s insistence 
at the time. 
The Alliance was created 
amid much publicity, but re­ 
portedly wasn’t spending all its 
income and now has about $1.5 
million in the bank. 
There also are indications of 
disenchantment on both sides 
and speculation the Alliance 
may be dissolved in a year or 
so. 
“ Social programs aren’t ex­ 
actly our bag,’’ said a well- 
placed source in the Teamsters 
Union, although he added that a 
few projects are being given a 
tentative trial. 
High Auto Workers sources 
also hinted the Alliance may not 
be continued indefinitely, espe­ 
cially in view of speculation the 
Auto Workers might rejoin the 
AFL-aO.

Give Women Rights 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Rep. 
Martha GriffitlLs is counting on 
woman power to propel through 
the Senate and the slate legisla­ 
tures a constitutional amend­ 
ment guaranteeing 
women 
equal rights with men. 
“ A 
lot 
of 
things 
have 
changed.” the Michigan Demo­ 
crat grinned as she savored a 
350-15 v ictory in the House Mon­ 
day. She had pried the measure 
from the Judiciary Committee 
shelf where it had collected dust 
for 47 years and engin^ red the 
floor victory 
But that was only the begin­ 
ning. she said, pointing to the 
Senate where possibly fatal de­ 
lays await the proposal. And 
after that, the amendment must 
be approved by 38 of the 50 
legislatures before becoming a 
part of the Constitution 
Other backers are not so op­ 
timistic about chances of the 
amendment. Rep Shirley Chis­ 
holm, D-N.Y.. who says she has 
felt more prejudice as a woman 
than as a Negro, is fearful that 
men who run the game of poli­ 
tics still may block the propos­ 
al 


She cited, for example. Rep 
Emanuel Celler, D-N Y , 82 and 
a widower, who sought to have 
the amendment sent back to 
committee for more study 


“ Let’s face it. Mr Celler has 
been one of the champions for 
the civil rights of minorities— 
but he IS like other men in feel­ 
ing women liave a different 
place and there should be defi­ 
nite limitations on them.” Mrs. 
Chisholm said 
And the galleries, packed with 
women, weren’t buying Celler’s 
argument that "there is as 
much difference between a 
male and a female as there is 
between a hor.se chestnut and a 
chestnut horse Vive la differ­ 
ence” 


A Senate Judiciarv subcom­ 
mittee headed by Sen 
Birch 
Bayh, D-Ind., has approved a 
compaiuoii measure 
Backers 
concede, 
however, 
there 
is 
enough opposition in the full 
committee at least to delay the 
amendment. Bayh is committed 
to pressing first fiH- action on an 
amendment for direct election 
of the president, now ready for 
Senate action. 


Until Monday, the House had 
never had a cl^ nce to vote on 
the wimien’s amendment, which 
states that “ equality of rights 
under the law shall nut be de­ 
nied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on ac­ 
count of sex.” 


The Senate twice has ap­ 
proved similar amendments— 
but with a rider preserving leg­ 
islation purportedly protecting 
women. 
Tlie outnumbered opposition 
to the current amendment, led 
by Celler, contended no one 
could tell what effect it would 
have on a wide variety of laws, 
such as those relating to pater­ 
nity. rape, military service. 


family matters and protection 
for working women. He prom­ 
ised early hearings if the meas­ 
ure were sent back to his com­ 
mittee. but the House brushed 
the suggestion aside. 
“ I don’t want to be one of the 
boys,” said Rep.

N SA President Sees 
A ^Tougher' Activism 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (A P) - The 
president of the National Stu­ 
dent Association predicted to­ 
day the coming academic year 
will see an increase in campus 
activism, “ much tougher and 
much more locally centered.” 
Charles Palmer said in an in­ 
terview he couldn't anticipate 
the specific patterns of in­ 
creased student protest. But he 
said he was sure much effort 
would be directed against the 
Vietnam war, racism, pollution 
and corporations which manu­ 
facture war goods or contribute 
to L*onLanunation of the environ­ 
ment. 
U.S. military involvement in 
Cambodia this year made col­ 
lege people “ a little harder, a 
little tougher, a little more cyni­ 
cal about the responsiveness of 
the political system, a little 
more cynical about how the po­ 
litical protester is dealt with in 
this country,” said Palmer, of 
East Los Angeles, Calif. 
“ Next year will see a redou­ 
bling of activism.” said the 23- 
year-old graduate of the Univer­ 
sity of California at Berkeley. 
The NSA is holding its annual 
congress here 
The NSA says it has chapters 
on 500 college and university 
campuses and claims to be the 
nation’s lai|;est student organi­ 
zation. Its membership b count­ 
ed by chapter, rather than by 
student. 
“ The exact thrusts (tepend 
upon what happens externally,” 
Palmer said. “ Lest we become 
reactionary, we’ll have to re­ 
spond to what the President and 
other people are doing.” 
But he said there is bound to 
be activity agaimt government, 
and It may include some direc't- 
ed at state governments, at 
mayors and at campus adminis­ 
trations. It will all depend upon 
what issues arise, Palmer said. 
Without recommending any 
cooling of campus activism. 
Palmer said the time has come 
for students to go to their home 
conifiiuiiities and elsewhere to 
spread word of what they've 
been doing. The generation gap 


is widening, he said, and com­ 
munication is important. 
“ I think one of the real crises 
facing students the next couple 
years is how to build and broad­ 
en their base, how to get out to 
other people, how to u^ erstand 
what other people are doing and 
how to make understood what 
student interests are.” 
Palmer said students have 
tremendous problems under­ 
standing and being sensitive to 
the problems of most working 
people. 
“ Most students have been 
away from home for a while,” 
he said. “ They don’t know about 
the insecurity of being laid off, 
or the insecurity of a big doctor 
bill. They don’t really sense, 
nearly as directly as their par­ 
ents. the effects of the present 
recession 
” 
A rapid talker, Palmer wore 
blue jeans, a green shirt and— 
unlike many NSA delegates— 
shoes. His full mustache droops. 
His black hair is a bit scraggly, 
but not very long by the stand­ 
ards of today’s youth. 
His 
smiles are faint, his scowls are 
de^. 
The generation gap is increas­ 
ing. he said, in the sense that 
“ awareness” 
spreads 
much 
faster among students than in 
other parts of society. He said 
students are much less fatalistic 
about what can be done or can’t 
be done. 
“ More and more college peo­ 
ple are thinking in terms of 
let’s do it’ instead of ‘don’t tell 
me it can't be done.’ TTiey want 
to change thinp around.” he 
said. “ People don’t want to be­ 
come pawns for someone else’s 
ego.” 
How about charges that cam­ 
pus unrest is Communist sup­ 
ported? 
Palmer said his group, the 
NSA, "has no backing from any­ 
body except for a couple of 
grants from foundations.” 
He said that talk of Commu­ 
nist support IS rather irrelevant 
anyway. 
“ It shouldn’t be a question of 
who we’re backed by as long as 


we’re responsive to the stu­ 
dents,” he said. “ The students 
of the colleges and universities 
set our policies.” 
Palmer also had these obser­ 
vations: 


D n ^ —They have become a 
factor on campus. “ A whole 
new 
culture 
has 
developed 
around drugs. 'The laws are ter­ 
rible, and enforcement of the 
laws is terrible.” 


Indochina; “ The whole situa­ 
tion ... is approaching the point

there.” 


Repression: “ In terms of po­ 
litical repression, there has 
been an increase” since Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon became Presi­ 
dent.

SAIGON (AP) — Saigon's 
Asian allies h ave sh own little 
willingness to increase th eir 
military efforts in Indoch ina d e­ 
sp ite ex pansion of th e battle­ 
fields and th e start of U.S. with - 
drawls. 
Th e Asians, like th e United 
States. se« n inclined to place 
th eir trust in Vietnamization. 
Th ailand, a major ex ponent of 
th e domino th eory th at once was 
used to ex plain th e United 
States' presence h ere, h as been 
reluctant to go to th e aid of its 
neigh boring d(nnino, Cambodia. 
At one point th e Th ais h ave 
th reatened to pull out of Viet­ 
nam in a flap over remarks at­ 
tributed to a South Vietnamese 
general. 
Th e South K orins h ave spo­ 
ken 
about 
reducing 
th eir 
strength in Vietnam if th e 
Americans carry out plans to 
reduce th eirs in Korea. 
Th e Filipinos last y ear pulled 
out most of 2,000-man military 
civic action group. Th e Austral­ 
ians, wh o with New Zealanders 
are th e only allied troops in 
Vietnam not subsidized by th e 
United States, will with draw one 
of th eir th ree battalions th is 
faU. 
Not counting 406,000 U.S. 
troops, th e allied nations h ave 
nearly 7 0,000 men in Vietnam. 
Th ere are about 50,000 Kweans, 
8,000 Australians, 550 New Zea­ 
landers and 100 Filipinos. Th e 
Th ais h ave 11,500, minus a bri­ 
gade th at is supposedly in th e 
process of being replaced. 
Nationalist Ch ina h as about 30 
intelligence advisers h ere. A 10- 
man medical team from Spain 
works in th e Mekoi^ Delta. 
Th e 
non-Ammcan 
combat 
units say th ey h ave killed mwe 
th an 37 ,000 enemy . All but 4,500 
of th ose h ave been claimed by 
th e South Koreans, wh o also 
h ave suff« *ed th e h eaviest cas­ 
ualties, some 3,000 killed and 
6.500 wounded. Th e Australians 
and New Zealanders, (n* Anzacs 
h ave lost more th an 400 men on 
th e battlefield and th e Th ais 
mwe th an 250. 
None of th ese allies is en­ 
gaged against main-line units, 
such as th e elite N(x rth Viet­ 
namese regiments in South Viet­ 
nam’s border zones and nwth - 
ern sector. Th ey remain pretty 
much stationary in th eir h wne 
zones, try ing to clean out Viet 
Cong. 
Th e Anzacs are based in 
coastal Ph ouc Tuy Province 40 
miles south east of Saigon. Th e 
Th ais are at Bearcat, about 20 
miles north east of th e capital. 
Koreans occupy a stretch of 
central coast from Da Nang 
south . 
Meanwh ile th e Cambodian of­ 
fensive h as drawn th ousands of 
South Vietnamese troops across 
th e frontier. Th eir strength 
th ere at various times since 
March h as ranged from 14,500 
to 47 ,000 
Cambodia’s borders, once im­ 
pervious to all but Communist 
ccmimand troops and smug­ 
glers. now are as leaky as a 
monsoon cloud 
North Vietnamese continue to 
tro(^ down from Laos, and Viet 


Cong sh uttle back and forth 
frwn South Vietnam. South Viet­ 
namese 
armor 
rumbles 
in 
tracks left by American tanks. 
U.S. and Saigon planes bomb 
and strafe. Eth nic Cambodian 
mercenaries are trekking back 
to th eir ancestral land from 
north , east and west. Th ey in­ 
clude an estimated 3,000 “com­ 
mandos " infiltrated from Laos. 
Th e Th ais h ave contributec 
some military eq uipment to 
Cambodia and are training re­ 
cruits in Lon Nol’s army . Wh ile 
th ey ’ve 
h ammered 
out 
an 
agreement with Ph nom Penh to 
intervene militarily wh enever 
th ey 
ch oose, 
th ey ’ve 
been 
stand-offish in comparison to 
th e free-wh eeling South Viet­ 
namese. 
Th ere was an uproar in Bang­ 
kok wh en Saigon’s flash y Lt. 
Gen. Do Cao 
was q uoted as 
say ing th e Th ais never contrib­ 
uted much to Vietnam’s defense 
and were sh irking in Cambodia. 
Tri denied h e said such a 
th ing, but apologized. 
Th ere is speculation th at th e 
Th ai brigade recently with ­ 
drawn from Vietnam for a stan- 
down will not be replaced but 
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will be used to bolster Th ai 
strength on its eastern frontier 
with Cambodia. Th e Th ais h ave 
an affinity for western Cambo­ 
dia. During World War II th ey 
annex ed two border provinces, 
but th e French later made th em 
give th em back. 
Th ailand sent a couple of bat­ 
talions of infantry and some ar­ 
tillery into neigh boring Laos 
during th e h eigh t of th e North 
Vietnamese Plain of Jars offen­ 
sive earlier th is y ear. 
Th e Americans are h eavily 
committed in Laos, and perh aps 
th at h elps ex plain wh y th e Th ais 
would enter in force th ere wh ile 
sh y ing back in Cambodia, with 
wh ich th e United States only re­ 
cently re-establish ed relations. 
All U.S. troops with drew from 
Cambodia June 30 at th e end o t 
th eir two-month offensive, and 
Bangkok repeatedly wanted a 
guarantee th at th e American 
would subsidize any Th ai ex pe­ 
ditionary fwce. 
Th e United States say s it h as 
no combat troops in Laos but it 
flies h eavy air raids against th e 
Ho Ch i A^nh trail in th e east 
and in support of Roy al Laotian 
forces th rough out th e country . 


New Criticism of Food 
Is Probably Beginning 


NEW YORK (AP) - Recent 
criticism of th e foods we eat are 
probably only a prelude of 
th ings to come. Man is increas­ 
ingly ex perimenting with wh at 
goes into h is stomach , and if 
th at cavity doesn’t alway s rebel 
th e mind sometimes does. 
Cereals, additives and preser­ 
vatives h ave been attacked re­ 
cently by th e Federal Drug Ad­ 
ministration, “Nader’s Raid­ 
ers,” and ordinary citizens. And 
wh ile little h as been proven, 
suspicions h ave been aroused 
permanently . 
Now look at th e potential for 
controversy th at lies ah ead be­ 
cause man h as not been content 
with or h as been unable to pre­ 
pare and distribute, h is food in 
its natural state. 
Th ere are: 
—30 preservatives to keep 
food fresh . 
—28 antiox idants to retard 
breakdown of fats and oils—to 
keep food from becoming ran­ 
cid.

Th e reason, say s a new agri­ 
culture Department report, is 
th e lack of good medical facili­ 
ties in rural areas, including 
h ospitals and well-trained doc­ 
tors. Among th e findings: 
— “Rural doctors tend to be 
older th an urban counterparts 
and h ave fewer opportunities to 
keep up with advances in medi­ 
cal care. 
— “Because of a lack of spec­ 
ialists, rural ph y sicians may be 
forced to undertake more com­ 
plicated surgery or oth er treat­ 
ment th an urban general prac- 
ticioners. 
— “Rural counties h ave more 
h ospitals th an urban counties, 
but th ey usually are smaller, 
more often inadeq uately staffed, 
poorly eq uipped and lacking in 
out-patient and ex tended care 
faciUties.” 
Survey s h ave disclosed th at 
in metropolitan areas th ere are 
137 doctors per 100,000 people, 
compared with eigh t per 100,- 
000 in isolated rural counties. 
Officials said 
h ealth care 
needs are generally greater in 
rural areas, with about one- 
six th of th e rural population- 
including cities and towns of 
fewer th an 50,000-h aving serious 
h ealth problems. Th is compared 
with only one-tenth in cities 
needing medical care. 
A survey in 1963 sh owed farm 
males lost an average of 18.1 
day s a y ear because of h ealth 
problems, compared with 13.8 
day s for city males. 
Also, th e report said: 
— “Rural maternal mortality 
rate in 1964 was nearly a fourth 
h igh er th an th e national average 
of 33.3 per 100,000 live birth s. 
— “Infant mortality rate is 
h igh est in th e most rural and 
poverty stricken areas.” 
Th e ERS report only defined 
th e problems and did not make 
any recommendations. A re­ 
port to President Nbcon by h is 
Task Force on Rural Develop­ 


ment, h owever, h ad th is to say 
earlier th is y ear: 
“Local communities can take 
th e lead in associating with 
nearby areas to develop ex ­ 
panded areawide service 
in 
h ospital care, h ealth services, 
nursing h omes and professional 
medical care. Public h ealth as­ 
sistance 
sh ould 
encourage 
th is.” 
Th e task force report also rec­ 
ommended more stress on diag­ 
nostic testing, preventive care 
and medical attention for rural 
ch ildren and urged more use of 
mobile h ealth laboratories. 
“Increasing specialization and 
h igh overh ead costs of h ealth 
tech nology simply mean th at 
some communities will never 
again h ave a local doctor or a 
local dentist, ” th e task force 
said. 
Th ough th e task force em­ 
ph asized a need for more area- 
wide and community action, it 
did not cite federally sponsored 
h ealth programs-Medicare, as 
an ex isting ex ample—as alter­ 
natives to solving rural h ealth 
problems. 
Th e ERS report, issued by 
th e Agriculture Department last 
week, mentioned only th at “me­ 
dicare is h elping” correct some 
of th e ineq uities. 
Th is program, th e ERS re­ 
port said, “h as opened h ospital 
doors to th ousands of rural aged 
wh o previously h ad difficulty in 
obtaining or affording admis­ 
sion.”
